For 45 Days 
Is on Hand 


Pittsbuigh, Oct. 1—fAPj— The 


nation's coal strike is two weeks 
old today but, ironically, 
coal 


stockpiles are higher than at the 
same stnkeless time last year. 


The Bujeau of Mines leports a 


48-day supply on hand That com- 
pares with the 46-day supply in 
194S. 


And the coal may last a lot 


longer than 48 days. Usually a pro- 
longed coal strike shuts down the 
fuel hungry steel industry. 


Now the steel industry is closed 


by a strike of its own. That dras- 
tically reduces the nation's 
fuel 


appetite.

This was the first fair in Chi- 


cago history to break attendance 
records in its second year.

Progress, all recorded declines of 
from 25 to 75 per cent in their 
second years. Lohr said. 


As the fair gates opened for 


the last tw0 days, Lohr and of- 
ficials of the 39 participating rail- 
roads said it was doubtful there 
would be another large scale rail- 
load exhibit next year.

High Humidity 
Harms Paint 


Too much moisture inside a 


house sometimes causes paint on 
the outside to blister and peel, 
according to American Builder 
magazine. 


The explanation is that mois- 


ture penetrates the walls and is 
trapped behind the layer of paint. 
Then the colder outside air con- 
denses the moisture into drops of 
water which push the paint out 
to form blisters. 


American Builder, the leading 


building magazine, says the way 
to prevent this kind of condensa- 
tion is to lower humidity by ven- 
tilating the house thoroughly or 
to install a vapor barrier within 
the walls. 


Problems caused by high hu- 


midity are found more frequently 
in modern houses than in older 
dwellings.

houses are con- 


structed more tightly and have 
few, if any, cracks through which 
moisture can escape.

High Court Should Not Be Political 


Where does the Supreme court belong in relation to the 


racing currents of political, economic and social affairs? 


Under the U. S. Constitution, the judiciary is an inde- 


pendent arm of the government, co-equal in authority with 
the congress and the presidency. 
Like those other two 


branches, it is part of a system of "checks and balances" de- 
signed to prevent the arbitrary, unwise use of political 


the Supreme court as the top judicial 


agency in America came to exercise its check on the legisla- 
tive and executive authority by passing upon the constitu- 
tionality of measures enacted into law. It does not do this 
as a matter of course, but only when a test is made. 


Plainly the court is thus in a position to do he 


age to the enacted program of a particular congress 
dent The Supreme court's smashing blows against 
President Roosevelt's New Deal measures in the mid 
provide a perfect example. 


Was this carrying "checks and balances" too far? Mr. 


Roosevelt thought so. He launched his famous fight to 
"pack"' the high court by adding six extra members who pre- 
sumably would have been sympathetic to his proposals. He 
lost that battle but won the war when death and resignation 
of sitting justices enabled him to appoint men of his own 
choosing. The court promptly reversed its stand on the criti- 
cal issues. 


Many careful thinkers believed Mr. Roosevelt was ba- 


sically right in his outlook toward the court, even though 
they may not necessarily have approved his "packing" plan. 
Some quoted famed Justice Olive Wendell Holmes, who said: 
"The Supreme Court must follow the election returns." 


But isn't there a danger that a court which follows the 


color of the party in power that it yields-its independence? 


Both Mr. Roosevelt and President Truman have elevated 


certain men to the Supreme Court whose chief qualif ication 
seems to have been that they were loyal Democrats. Re- 
publican presidents undoubtedly have done the same thing. 


Ordinarily the long tenure enjoyed by high court justices 


carries them through changes in national administration 
Hence it is unlikely that any party would often get a chance 
to make over the court in its own image. 


But the 16-year hold on the White House represented by 


the Roosevelt-Truman regime provided such an opportunity 
That the court does not wholly reflect their views arises from 
two facts: Some of the appointees did not turn out as ex- 
pected and one or two were selected deliberately for their 
opposing concepts of government. 


There is no harder question than how to strike a balance 


between a court which might block vital social progress and 
one which would weakly serve as a rubber stamp for a ruling 
political party. 


But it seems to us that the sound course lies somewhere 


hi this direction: A president, whatever his own social phil 
osophy. should strive to construct a Supreme court that gen- 
erally represents a balance between conservative and libera 
thinking. 


In order that these two groups shall not stalemate each 


other, he should seek to place on the bench one justice whose 
thinking falls near the center. This man—ideally the chief 
justice—should hold the balance of power on the court 
He 


would be a key figure, alert to the needs of progress and yet 
jealous of the tribunal's important role as a check upon rash 
and arbitrary action by other arms of government 
He 


woula throw his weight where it would count most for 
souna but careful advances in human welfare.
